Certain of the Italien repatriates who had worked on the maintenance of 
Albanian artillery, confirmed that all the heavy arms in the possession 
of the Albanian armed forces at the time of the Armistice in 1943, and 
later since April 1948, have been replaced by Soviet arms. The arms 
replaced (of Italian, German and allied manufacture) have been stored 

in warehouses. According to these Italian technicians, the quality of 
the Soviet arms is not of the highest caliber; replacement was principally 
effected because of the worn condition of the previous equipment, lack of 
obSpiReoment parts, and particularly lack of ammmitione
